It  is  true  that  the  wool  now  importeil  is  of  a 
flue  grade,  but  if  we  admit  wool  duty  free,  i* 
it  not  obvious  thut  woof  of  low  grade  will 
runh  in  upon  us,  to  the  destruction  of  our  own 
i  wool  industry.'  Not  even  Mr.  Gould  could 
,  open  a  flood  gate  to  a  rushing  river  and  ex- 
;  i*vt  only  pure,  clear  water  to  come  in.  It;  is 
the  low  grade  wool  we  want  to  keep  out  until 
we  ean  improve  our  own  clip  and  raise  our 
1  #wn  high  grade  wools. 

But  Mr.  Gould  doi-s  not  know  his  subject. 
We  raise*  a  great  deal  of  high  grade  wool,  and 
1  the  domestic  product  is  certainly  iiu-reasiug, 
being  st  imulateil  by  a  protective  tar  ff.  There 
too,  some  law  grade  wools  ini|>ort<-d,  of  a 
apeeial  kind,  but  not  in  great  quantitk*s.
